The men from whom the jury will be se- 
lected are a fine looking lot of citizens. With 
but one exception, and that in the case of

of them are farmers, but of the higher class, 
coming from the old Kentucky and Virgin- 
ja stock, which emigrated from the older 
States into Missouri years ago.

This proceeding is certainly jrregular and 
the State seught to show by imDPlication that 
the visitors had been called to the jail by 
the Sheriff for the purpose of meeting the 
Hearnes. Under oath ey all denied this. 
however, and stated that they had merely 
gone there out of curiosity. 

Sheriff Dougherty disclaims having done 
anything wrong. He. gays that he has 
merely treated the*Wearnes decently be- 
cause they have acted decently. He has been 
liberal with them as to liberty, Because he 
felt certain they would not and could not 
run away. The fact that they are both still 
here; he cites as a yindication of his judg- 
ment, and a fulfillment of all his öbligations 
under the law. 


The Sheriff's friends further maintain that 
he has shown other prisoners the same con- 
sideration and applaud him in his course. 


The Hearnes have undoubtedly received 
considerable attention from Pike County 
people in a social way, owing to Judge 
Hendick's friendship for Dr. Hearne. The 
Judge was the doctor’s lawyer in the taking 
of the depositions In the libel suit against 
the San Francisco Chronicle las, summer. 
Although now a resident of California he 
was born and reared in Pike County and 
has hundreds of friends and relatives here. 
He has written to many of them asking 
that they visit and aid the Hearnes in every 
legitimate way, and they have responded 
to his request. 

Those who have no prejudices toward 
either side of the case feel that Sheriff 
Dougherty has in some way been indis- 
creet, especially in introducing any of the 
ane] to Dr. Hearne, but they do not be- 
leve that he has sought to use his influence, 
personal or official, to defeat the ends of 
justice. 

A pathetic incident in this great tragedy 
is the position of young Harold Stillwell, 
the 14-year-old son of Mrs. Hearne by the 
murdered man. He came to Bowling 
Green yesterday morning with Richard 
Stillwell and his wife and took dinner with

stopping with Richard Stihsell since he 
was brought on from California at the 
former's request after his mother's indict- 
ment. And yet this same Richard Still- 
well is the mainstay of the prosecution 
which is seeking to put the rope around 
the neck of the boy’s mother ahd step- | 
father. 

Young Harold has gone to live with the 
Sheriff in order that he may be with his 
mother. He was in court yesterday —— 
noon and the only real smile that lighted 
the sad, wan-looking woman's face during 
all the day was when the adjournment was 
announced and her child Game running to 
her. Then the light came to her eyes and 
she spoke with real joy in her voice and 
led him away to suffer with her. 

Mrs. Hearne is a very pleasant woman, as 
is the doctor a man, when he wants to be. 
But of late his disposition toward newspa- 
per men has not been marked by any great 
cordiality. He does not hesitate to sey frank- 
ly that he has been lied about so much that 
he cannot help feeling it: In fat, he attrib- 
utes a great measure of hig misfortunes to 
the newspapers. 

The doctor, despite his aversion to report- 
ers, was very pleasant to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent last night.

CRUMBLING: OF THE SLAB. 


The George Washington Stone Must Be 
Excased in Glass.

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—The brown stone 
slab known as the George Washington 
stone, fixed in the base of the pedestal for 
the statue of George Washington, in front 
of the Sub-Treasury, is to be removed to 


save it from destruction. 

This is the stone upon which George 
Washington stood when he took the oath of 
office as first President of the United States, 
April 30, 1789, from the balcony of the old 
Federal Hall, which occupied the site of 
the present Sub- Treasury building. One cor- 
ner of tbe stone is flaked and there is a 
crack almost across the middle. A work- 
man was instructed to bore a hole into the 
stone, to ascertain its thickness, and wheth- 
er it was cemented. f possible the stone 
will be removed whole and laced as a tab- 
let in the Sub- Treasury, pro ed by a her- 
metically sealed glass case. If cemented, it 
is doubtful — the stone can de re- 
moved from its present position. In that 
case it will be covered with gjass. Mr. Jor- 
dan. said yesterday that be feared. frost 
would work through it if t had to be left 
outside and that ite destruction could only 
be deferred for a few years 


The. history of the stone is brief. Whert" 


the old Federat Hall was torn down it was 
placed in charge of the Board of Ten Gov- 
ernors, predecessors of the Commissioners 
of Charities and Correction. The Commis- 
sioners kept the stone at Bellevue Hospital 
until it was turned over to the Chamber of 
Commerce Committee, in 1883,-for presenta- 
tion to the Government with the George 
Washington statue.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 10.—The 
Supreme Court in bane, without a dissent- 
ing opinion, this morning granted a per- 
emptory mandamus against the St. Louis 
School Board, to compel it to order an 
election. 

The opinion recites that the School Board | 
is a body corporate, having control of the | 
St. Louis schools and created by charter 
in 1833, which charter, -however, has been 
torn all to-pieces, amende@ and re-amended 
by subsequent statutory enactments. To 


deduce a conclusion in the case, the court 
considered all of these amendments now in 
force, together with the charter as it now 
exists. This opinion makes dt evident that 
the law governing the St. Louis schools is a 
hotch potch of inconsistencies. 

The meat, of the opinion is that the law 
of 1887 is constitutional; that under the law 
at biennial) elections ten members of the 
board are to be elected, at the other eleven 
members; that in the event of the death, 
resignation or incapacity: of a member the 
vacancy shall be regu filled by elec- 
tion; that the law requiring these biennial 
elections is mandatory; that an imperfect 
registration does not abridge nor avoid the 
board’s legal obligation to see that such 
elections are held, and finally that the board 
must now, as soon as ible and in regu- 
lar order, cause an 8 on to be heid to 
elect: twelve mem bets 94 of the school board.

For her he seems to have worked faithful- 
ly and hoarded his money; which he left in 
his —— © hands. inally he saw an 
ney ay to go into business for him- 
self and demanded his money. The wom-' 
an, however, refused to give it up, and 
Mulligan had to resort to law to get his. 
savings. But he won his suit and bought 
the saloon at 1006 North Third street, 
which he ran until his death. 

The stand is a poor one and Mulligan did 
not get rich, but managed to eke out a liv- 
ing for himself and children. Gradually

| Mulligan is described as a man of pecu-

turn and unconvivial, even in his cups. His 
manner of drinking was unusual. 12 a

He never dis- 
cussed his bus — affairs or money mat 
ters with anybody, not even his children. 

It was such a spree that finally brought 
Mulligan to his grave and a sudden and un- 
expected access of fortune proved his ruin, 
For years he regularly. invested. a small 
part of his income in lottery tickets in a 
Vague hope that some day fortune's light- 
n would strike him. His hope was real- 
ized, it is said, last July, when he struck 
the capital prize in the Honduras lottery, 
his share being $15,000. It is no wonder that 
his good luck somewhat dazed Mulligan, 
who had never before poss one-tenth 
part of that sum. But he kept quiet about 
the matter, saying nothing to his children, 
He had no intimate friends. With the — 
sistance of A. Fenton, 1017 North Hi 
street, who dabbles in lottery tickets, Mul * 

an got his ticket cashed Dy paying a re- 
ate of $250. Thus he is said to have se- 
cured $14,760 in a ‘lump. 


He no sooner got the money than he went 
on a spree. Even in his cups he was sin- 
gularly reticent, contenting himself -with 
vague references to his wealth. He wave, 
howeyer, unmistakable evidences of bein 
cash. e bought his youngest daugh 
Mollie, a gold watch, a silk dress and —— 
her $100 in cash. One day when wy * 
Fedder, a fruit dealer at 1002 North Third 
street, entered the saloon Mulligan boast- 
ingly showed him a large roll of bills. 
Fedder couid not, of course, tell the sum, 
but he could see that the bills were of large 
denomination. T., Davidson and other 
neighbors also saw the money. Mulligan 
replenished the stock in his saloon and 
bought several extra barrels of whisky. Al) 
this Caused some comment about the neigh- 
borhood, but Mulligan told no one the source 
of his wéalth. 

Mulligan’s spreé soon became a genuine 
debauch. Fearing serious results his daugh- 
ters induced him to go to a hospital. «He 

remained in the hospital several weeks, and 
left it considerably improved. But no soon- 
er was he out than he resumed hig spree 
and gradually sank to his death. Up to 
two or three hours before his death Mull 
gan did not realize that he would never 
rise from his bed again. 

When a partial paralysis that preceded 
death came over him, he seemed to, 2 
that his end was near and tried, 
daughters and son think, to tell what — had 
done with his money.

Self-Murder a Scientific Impossi- 
bility From the Autopsy. 


DR. NIETERT’S CONCLUSIONS 


The Nature of the Wound and Ceurse 
of the Bullet Indicate That the 
Shot Came From Behind. 


Detectives are still trying to establish 
whether Carl Ringe was murdered or 
whether he committed suicide. Every cir- 
dumstance surrounding the tragedy that has 
yet been developed proves it a murder, from 
the position of the body when found to the 
character of the fatal wound, yet the police 
are extremely reluctant to abandon the 
theory of suicide. 

Detective Sam Allender, who has been 
working on the mystery, told a Post-Dis- 
— reporter Tuesday morning that thé 

epartment is still investigating the trage- 
dy, and is open to conviction, either one 
Way or the other, but that so far it has 
discovered nothing that would establish 
it positively as a suicide, or on the other 
hand, make the murder theory probable.

But if the exporter would procure gold 
as best he could, without disturbing busi- 
ness or exciting comment, why can he 
not do that now? Why cannot the Gov- 
ernment protect its gold stock now 
against the gold exporter or speculator 
who draws against the Treasury, by ex- 
ercising its legal optioh to pay in gold 
or silver as France does? It is no harder 
now to procure gold outside of the Treas- 
ury vaults than it would be under the 
new system with the control of the cur- 
rency in the hands of.the banks—prob- 
ably not so hard. 
But let the suggestion be made that 
this option be exercised and obligations 
against the Treasury, be paid in silver

A GIFT 10 THE ORPHANS. 


Rev. Dr. Dalby ef ‘Sedalia Remembers 
His Promise. 


Rev. Dr. John N. Dalby of the Christian 
Church at Sedalia, Mo., while in St. Louis 
last summer, visited the Christian Orphans’ 
Home. As he was departing he said to 
Mrs. L. E. Minton, matron of the home: 
„Tell the little ones that I shall not forget 


them.“ 
A special telegram to the Post-Dispatch 


was received Monday evening, stating that 
the Christian Church of Sedalia were hav- 
ing a car loaded with provisions and cloth- 
ing for the Christian Orphans’ Home of St. 
Louis. The car contains 9,000 pounds of 
potatoes, 1,000 pounds of flour, barrels of 
apples, provisions and clothing. 

Dr. Da has eemed his promise not 
to forget the little ones. He circulated 
among the business men of Sedalia solicit- 
ing contributions to a fund for a Christmas 
present for the orphans and they responded, 
The Christmas car contains 40,000 pounds 
of provisions and clothing and the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas makes no charge for its 
transportation. 

The managers of the home were surprised 
when Dr. Dalby notified them of Sedalia’s 
liberality and they are somewhat puzzied 
to know how to store the contributions at 
such quick notice. Everything will be taken 
care of, however, and the managers are full 
of gratitude. 

The Christlan Orphans’ Home is prac- 
tically non-sectarian. The orphan of,an un- 
believer is received on exactly the same 
footing as the child of the.most devout 
churchman. There are in the institution 
children from twenty-two States and one 
Territory and one each from Russia, 
Sweden and Finland. The home was or- 
ganized in 1888 on a small scale in an un- 
pretentious building on Bayard. avenue. 
After several removals the orphans were 
finaHy quartered in the Home’s own build- 
ing at 915 Aubert avenue, in February, 1894. 
The capacity of the Home is for 150 chil- 
dren, There are at present sixty inmates. 

The Home is only partially furnished. The 
management hopes to remedy this defect 
soon and then to offer shelter to more 
orphans.

ITALY’S WAR IN ABYSSINIA. 


Some 1,200 Men — Ros is ted 
25,000 Natives. 


ROME, Dec. 10.—It is officially announced 
that at the battle of Ambalagi between the 
Italians and the Abyssinians, Maj. Toselli’s 
command of five companies of native troops, 


numbering 1,200 men, commanded by twenty 
officers and forty non-commissioned: offi- 
cers, in addition to a mounted battery of 
artillery, was defeated. The fight lasted 
six hours. The troops were surrounded by 
about 26,000: natives and when they were 
overwhelmed by vast numbers they re- 
treated. But such was the desverate re- 
sistance of the Italians against these great 
odds that it is estimated that at least 2.000 
or 3,000 of the enemy were killed or wounded. 
The Itdlian loss is not known, but of the 
force mentioned by Maj. Toselli, seventeen 
officers and 900 of the native troops are 
missing. Gen. Arimondi is said to occupy 
an impregnable position at Makälle and to 
have provisions for three months. It is 
understood that at the Cabinet council held 
last night it was decided to send reinforce- 
ments to the number of 5,000 men to Masso- 
wah in order to enable Gen. Baratier to 
crush the Abyssinians.

An organized army making an organized 
revolt against the Government, in his 
opinion, is sufficient te establish belliger- 
ency. Mr. Brogerick says the Cubans have 
greater cause to rebel against Spain than | 
the American colonists had for their revo- 
lution against Great. Britain; as every pos- 
sible method of taxation has been resorted 
to to oppress them. He thinks Congres- 
sional sentiment is in favor of granting 
recognition to the Cubans.,
